Columbus, Ohio, March 27 —A safe- | 
guarded 
initiative 
and 
rt ferendum j 
plank w as,adopted today by the C o n -! 
stitutional convention by a vote of 97 
to lo. 
The proposition bears lit) Ie likeness 
in its essential provisions to the un­ 
restricted direct legislative 
measure 
first presented to the convention. 
The plank in h ib it the use of the! 
initiative and referendum for secur-j 
ing the single tax and also inhibits 
its use for the ciassificaton of prop­ 
erty for taxaton purposes. 
President Bigelow was forced to 
sacrifice many of the things he has 
been figlK ing for in the way of direct 
legislation. 
The plank provides for 6 per cent 


of the electors on petitions for legis­ 
lation which is submitted first to the 
legislature before being voted on by
